Robot to Robot—Fire! 


ZE SO-CALLED MECHANIZED 

form of warfare seems to have 
taken a giant stride ahead according 
to descriptions of the new automatic 
air defence system being developed 
in the Unitde States. This represents 
push-button war carried even to the 
point where a robot pushes the but- 
tons 

While the planners of the system 
make no concrete claims for its ef- 
fectiveness,.it is believed capable of 
accounting for 90 per cent of attack- 
ing aircraft—a toll considered impos- 
sible until recently. 

Though there may be some ques- 
tion as to whether 90 per cent 
high enough in. case of an atomic 
war, whén even one per cent tha 
slipped through could ruin the de- 
fending country, there can be no 
aount that w very Tormitiable detente 
is being prepared. 

From information flashed from 
patrolling planes, radar networks— 
such as the Dew Line and other de- 
tection lines strung across Canada—. 
and picket ships at sea, an electrcnic- 
ally controlled defence plan can be 
set up. 

The attacking planes will be spot- 
ted and tracked, their speed, location, 
altitude and other -facts sent in- 
stantly to huge electronic brains 
which’ will cOrrelate the information 
and distribute it to defensive forma- 
tions. The defending planes will be 
guided automatically to the enemy, 
their guns can be fired by ground 


control, and all information can be 
“remembered” and passed along by 
one subsector brain to another 

These complicated processes will 
take only a fraction of a second. The 
battle might be over before a human | 
thumb could find and push the 
button 

While such preparations may er- 
courage a feeling of security among 
the people of this continent, it must | 
be remembered that _offensive | 
weapons are similarly. being im-| 
proved. The guided missile, the in- | 
ter-continental rocket with atomic 
warhead—such modes of attack, 
while not yet perfected, are on the 
way. Against some of them, employ- 
ing terrific speeds through space 
many miles above the earth's at- 
mesphere, it is admittedly almost im- 
possitte te“erend a” Target” 

What is the future, then, for ‘he | 
little man who has no interest. in| 
blowing up half the globe or all of it, | 
but Warits merely to live out his life 
in peace? ; 

Obviously his chief hope of sur- | 
vival is still to avoid world war. The |

TRIED LYING — FAILED 

In my younger days, I did as I had been 
taught and attempted some lying, but after 
a while I decided it was futile; I also found 
that my people jiked me much better when 
I told the truth. Then they clung to me. I 
found*that, after this, most people felt more 
comfortable with me; they knew I had told 
them the worst, and hence there was nothing 
more to fear They knew they, could come 
to me and get the truth again when they 
feared a recurrence. Best of all, later, when 
I told them I saw no sign of a recurrence 
they could believe me and take heart. If I 
had lied the start, they would not have 
believed me later 

The saddest feature about the medical lie 
a feature which few of my fellow physicians 
seem ever to think of, is this: When an 
elderly man comes in with a terrible fear of 
cancer and I find none and tell him so, he 
will not believe me. Why should he, when

An ‘intensive campaign to pub- 
licize the role which they play in 
Canadian life is the object of the 
observation today to Oct. 1 spon- 
sored by the Canadian Federation 
of Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs. 

“The week's purpose is to call 
attention to the achievements of 
women in business and professions 
and to give the public an oppor- 
jtunity to become acquainted with 
the program of the federation,” 
says Una MacLean of Calgary, 
vice-president of the federation 
jand chairman of the women’s week 
committee 

“Since the formation of our fed- 
jeration 25 years ago, our object- 
ives have broadened and deepened 
jto meet the ever-increasing needs 
jof employed women in Canada’s 
rapidly expanding economy.” 
ACCEPT RESPONSIBILITIES « 


Miss MacLean said dissatisfac.

Five clubs were represented by 
30 delegates and observers at the 
time the federation was formed in 
1930.
